Hotel*property here has ad- 
vanced more than a hundred per cant in 
the last fifteen or twenty years. 
When 


the Fountain House waa sold for over 
.{60,000 a few years ago, a big advance 
over tbe sale that proceeded it, it was re- 
garded as a questionable Investment by 
real estate men but it appears to have 
been a money-making venture. 
While 


tnere is no great rush of visitors here ex- 
cept in the summer season there is a 
steady transient and local trade. Neither 
is it made up of a class whose drinking 
habits make the hotels profitable. As a 
community Doylestown ia remarkably free 
from that element, which never pays in 
the end; tut on the contrary gives a hotel 
a bad reputation. The aale of Hotel Pol- 
lock will be noted with Interest by real 
estate men as bearing upon the valuation 
of property of that sort in future.

The tragic death of this leader in one 


of the great religious movements of the 
time recalls circumstances In her life 
from which a profound civic lesion may 
be drawn. 


Her charms of wifehood and mother- 


hood are the cherished rememberances of 
her immediate friends. 
Her devotion to 


the Salvation Army is the pardonable 
pride of her associates in that 
organiza- 


tion. 


Everyone should have a direst and deep 


personal interest in tbe fact that Mra. 
Booth-Tucker's dovotion to an exacting 
public service did not interfere with tbe 
fulfillment of her duties as a wife nor the 
performance 
of her obligationi as 
a 


mother. On the contrary, she waa doubt- 
less all the better and stronger as wife and 
mother for being also a tireless leader 
among right-minded men and women. 


There Is a superstition that tbe good 


wife will have no Inclination to partici- 
pate in public affairs, and that tbe good 
mother will have no time for it. 
So wives 


and mothers among the poor let their 
bairns run fallow while they bend over 
washcubs, and the wives and mothers 
fcmong the rich allow theirs to run fallow 
while thoyAinister to family pride at 
social tuncllons. 
With unconscious irony 


all this is called "making the home." 


Women must not vote. That onerous 


burden would break 
In upon tbe the 


marital and maternal duties of the wash- 
tub and the afternoon' tea and so destroy 
tbe home! They must not hold public 
office, no matter how crying tbe need in 
our public service for feminine thought 
and feminine action. For with women In 
politics our children would be neglected, 
and our husbands would go unkept and 
unloved, while the home would disappear 
from our civilization I 


Against 
this 
barbaric 
superstition 


Mrs. Booth-Tucker's busy and useful life 
was a daily protest. 


True, she took no part In civil affairs. 


Her case cannot be cited, therefore, aa a 
precedent for woman In polities, identical 
at every angle. But no possible public 
service in civic affaire could be more ex- 
acting In its demands upon a woman's 
time and energy, or more disturbing to 
wifely and motherly duties, than tbe pub- 
lic religions work which Mrs. Booth-Tuck- 
er did perform so long and so aueoeisfful- 
ly. Set she leaves seven children, who 
never lacked their mother's love and care. 


Without detracting in the least from 


the particular public service to which 
Mrs. 
Booth-Tucker's life was devoted, may 


not that life be fairly cited as a shining 
instance 
of tha perfect compatibility, 


with women no lesa than with men, of 
private and public service. May we not 
point to her career aa another notable

All ACCOUNT OF TUB PANAMA RKVOLT. 


Colon, Nov. 20,1903. 


Editor Gazette:—As you already know, 


the New York papers on Wednesday morn- 
ing November 4th, 1908 contained an 
account of the events that bad taken place 
in the City of Panama, on tbe evening of 
Tuesday Nov. 3rd. I shell try to describe 
as near as possible, what did take place at 
that time and since .mv arrival on tbe 
Isthmus, or rather I should say, tbe Re- 
public of Panama. 


For several months previous to Nov. 3rd, 


there had been considerable ill feeling 
against 
the National Government at 


Bogota, by the people of Panama, on 
account 
of the National 
Government 


disregarding entirely the Interest and wel- 
fare of She Isthmus by refusing to ratify 
the Canal Treaty with the DnKei States, 
even after many petitions signed by tbe 
majority of Panamians had been sent to 
the Government of Bogota, nrginfc the 
ratification of the Treaty. It was at this 
time Chat Senator Obaldla was appointed 
Governor of Panama to fill the vacancy 
caused by the resignation of Dr. Mutis- 
Duram. Ihe National Government hoped 
that by aopointing 
Gov. Obaldia (a 


Eanamian^and Senator from tbe Depart- 
ment of Panama) to quiet the ill feeling 
for a time at least. 
It did not however, 


have that effect as secession was publicly 
talked abouU The climax to tbe Inde- 
pendence movement was hastened by tbe 
arrival at Colon on Tuesday Nov. 3rd, of 
50 troops, in command oy Gens. Tovar & 
Amaya, accompanied by Gen. Fompilio 
Gutteriez. The troops remained at Colon 
while 'the three Generals proceeded to 
Panama, where they were met at the R. 
K, station by the Governor's Band and 
Military, escort. 


The band of music and escort was but a 


part of "the pre-arranged plans of the 
Panamains, who had only that morning 
learned that Gen. Gutteriez carrWd a com- 
miskion as Governor of Panama and also a 
list of 52 prominent Panamains whom he 
was to have shot after taking charge of 
the Government, among them were several 
who are no win charge of the New Repub- 
lic of Panama. 
„ 


Tbe Generals were escorted>to the mili- 


tary barracks, where tbe Battalion Colom- 
bia was drawn up in line for their inspec- 
tion. General Gutteriez turning to Gen 
Heurtas (the commander of the Battalion) 
said, "Gen. Henrtas yon are a traitor and 
a liar," and then to tbe soldiers, "arrest 
him." 
It was at this point that tbe 


critical moment'had arrived, when the 
soldiers at a sign from Gen. Hnertas, 
closed in and arrested the three Generals 
I'ovar, Amaya, and Gutteriez, instead of 
Huertas. 


Many other Panamains known to be 


against the independence movement were 
immediately arrested, and a mais meeting 
of the citizens called that evening, where 
after many speeches tbe independence of 
the Isthmus waa declared from the Repub- 
lic of Colombia. Colon, on the Atlantic 
side and the 500 troops had yet to be 
heard from, where, the situation during 
the 1th and 5th of November was indeed 
very serious. The General who bad been 
left in command of tbe troops, upon hear- 
ing that bis superior general had been 
arrested, immediately threatened to kill 
everyone, foreigners included. Marines 
were 
then 
landed from the U. S. S. 


"Nashville" and arms supplied to all 
available male employees of the Railroad 
Co. 
Barricades were built of bales of 


cotton around the company's office build- 
ings, and two machine guns, mounted on 
flat oars were stationed one at each end 
of same. The women and children were 
received oa board the American and Ger- 
man steamers. 
After a number of con- 


lerences between the two parties (a com- 
mission having arrived from Panama) tbe 
General in 
command 
of tbe National 


troops was paid a large sum of money and 
induced to embark with his men on the 
Royal Mail Steam Packet Go's steamer 
"Orinoco" sailing that day for Cartha- 
gena. Thus tbe New Government obtain- 
ed control of Colon. Messrs. Jose A. 
Arango, 
Thomas Arias and Frederick 


Boyd nave been appointed to take charge 
of tbe Government until such time, when 
a constitutional government can be eataof 
lished, Prominent among the indepen- 
dence movers are tbe following: Messrs. 
Araogo, Aerias, Boyd, G. Lewis, Dr. M. 
Amador, G., J. G. Duque, Tracy Robin- 
son, ate. A commission from the Nation- 
Hi Government at Bogota arrived here last 
Thursday, to confer wl(h the authorities 
at Panama, with the object of having the 
New Republic return to the Union, but 
they have returned unsuccessful. 


Gen. Reyes, formerly Colombian Minis- 


ter to the U. S., France and England, also 
member of the International Congress 
held at Mexico City several years ago, was 
a member1 of tbe above mentioned Oqm- 
mlsoion. 
While here he made the state- 


ment "I do not think Colombia will make 
any military demonstration against tbe 
Republic of Panama." Messrs. Boya, 
Amador and Arosemena have gone to the 
U. S., as a committee to negotiate the 
Canal Treaty. The U. S. S. "Mayflower" 
with Admiral Walker, Ooughlan and Con- 
sul General Gudger arrived here on tbe 
15th., the O S. S. "Maine" on tbe 16th.. 
besides the "Atlanta," "Nashville" and 
"Dixie" already here. The Panama Canal 
is now assured.

If I an) elected to this 
high office it must be on my record as tbe 
out-outer of the law without favors or dis- 
crimination."

NUNS' NOBLE REVENGE. 


The W«y Tliry neHnld France For 


Her Itallilen* Peneentlon. 


The nuns wlio have been so vilely 


treated by M. Comlirs and his govern- 
ment have a fashion of their own of 
taking tliolr revenge, writes the Paris 
correspondent of the Ixuidon Monitor 
and New Krn. 


On the occasion of the outbreak of 


the bubonic plague at Marseilles a cou- 
ple of weeks ngo sanitary measures of 
the greatest severity had to be taken. 
The St Marguerite hospital was trans- 
formed Into a special plague hospital, 
and a number of nurses were ordered 
for service nt that bnspltal. All the 
nurses of Marseilles refused to obey 
the order, and the authorities were In 
the end compelled to apply to the bish- 
op of Marseilles. Mgr. Andrteu. for 
nuns for service In the plague hospital, 
Mgr. Andrleii selected eighteen among 
a large number who volunteered and 
placed them at life disposal of the pre- 
fect and of the municipal hospitals 
committee. 


In order to appreciate the significance 


of the Incident one should know that 
a fortnight before the siuno municipal 
hospitals committee had voted the ex- 
pulsion of nuns from the hospitals of 
the city. It will also l)c remembered. 
no doubt, that Mgr. Andrleu Is one of 
those dangerous clerics whose stipend 
the government has lately seen fit to 
confiscate.

A VENERABLE PRIEST. 


Father Kellr of Omaha Has Lived 


Under Seven I'ontlffl*. 


Living In honorable and well earned 


retirement In the parish house at St 
Theresa's procatlicclrul Is a^'enerable 
priest of the Catholic church who has 
IIied under all the popes who reigned 
during the nineteenth century null two 
of the pontiffs of the twentieth This 
priest, well known In the central west. 
Is Father William Kelly, whose life has 
bieu actively identified with that of 
Omuha, as he was ordained here In 
1850. being then in his forty-second 
yiar, and has since devoted the major 
portion ^f hla time to worU in this city. 


When Father Kelly was born. In 


IMS, In Ireland, Pius VII. was pope; 
wlien he* was five years old Leo Xll. 
succeeded to the papacy, and when he 
was eleven Plus VIII. assumed control 
of the church's affairs, to be in turn 
succeeded two years later by Gregory 
XVI., who, though he wore the ring of 
the fisherman for fifteen years, yet 
died before Father Kelly had left his 
native laud for the United States. It 
was during the reign of Pius IX., who 
became pope in 1846. that Father Kel- 
ly came to the United States, the year 
being 1S55. He came .almost directly 
to Omaha, and here, two years before 
the great civil «ar. he was ordained a 
piiest aud placed in charge of the first 
Roman Catholic church established In 
the city. The church v, as a poor little 
wooden structure, about forty feet long 
by twenty-five feet wide, and stood ou 
the present site of the Burlington 
freight depot on Eighth street. 
The 


wuole population of Omaha was then 
but 1.800 souls, and the congregation 
w.is necessarily small and far from 
rich, but Father Kelly labored hopeful 
ly. untiringly and with* a contagious 
enthusiasm and energy to build up the 
little congregation. So successful were 
his labors that he was at length sent 
Jnto the then western wilderness to 
build up new outposts for the use of 
the Christian army. 


When the first train Into Cheyenne 


pushed its wny over the Union Pacific, 
Just completed. Father Kelly was one 
Of its passengers, aud^a short time lat- 
er, in 18U8, he had built the flrst Cath- 
olic church in that wicked little town. 
In the full of 18UU Father Kelly accom- 
punied Bishop tiorham to Home, where 
be attended the great Vatican council, 
the last general Catholic convention 
that has been held. 
Ueturulng. he 


was assigned to nork in Lincoln in 
1871, remaining theie for four years, 
wUen he was called back to Omaha, 
where he has been stationed ever since. 


For the last several years Father 


Kelly has been retired from the active 
duties of the priesthood on lug to the 
weight of years and physical inbriui- 
ties, and leads a quiet and secluded life 
in the parish house. lie is not too old 
or too weak, ho\ve\vr, to take a warm 
interest in the affairs of the church and 
to lend a helping and sympathetic hand 
in works of charity and well doing.— 
Omaha Worl^-Uerald.
